This is the prayer: which closes the list ‘of books 
written by Bede, "The Venerable", Bible scholar 
and "Father of fing tah: Bintory* is died dictating 
his Anglo-Saxon translation of the Gospel of John. 


Bede was born in Northumbria not far from Jarrow 
in the year 673. From the monastery at Wearmouth, 

across the Wear from Sunderland, where he was 
educated from the age of seven, he was transferred 
to Jarrow where he was ordained. Here, a. simple 
monk in a remote English cloister, he studied the 
Scriptures, taught and wrote, becoming famous for 
his learning even in his own lifetime. His, works- 
exegesis, grammar, physics, astronomy, history, 
biography - were copied over and over again and 
‘were found in every library of Europe. Bede was 
menky "The Teacher of the Middle Ages".

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FIRST GENERAL SYNOD IN INDIA 


January 8-9, 1958 werehistoric days for the India 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Instead of the usual 
conference of missionaries to discuss the problems 
of their respective areas, this year Indian dele- 
gates elected by local synods came together at 
Concordia Seminary, Nagercoil, for the First Gen- 
eral Synod of the India Lutheran Church, Mission- 
aries, of whom there are some 40 from the U.S.A., 
Canada, England, Germany, Austria and Latvia now 
in India, were present but only in an advisory 
capacity unless officially elected as delegates. 


How the two pioneers whe started the mission 60 
years ago would have rejoiced to see this day ! 
Beginning in a little village called Krishnagiri, 
they learned the local language Tamil and preach- 
ed in the streets You can still see the little 
house which they rented in Londonpet along the main 
road from Bangalore to Madras. To-day the Indian 
Lutheran Church is spread over the three states of 
Madras, Mysore and Kerala and has 296 congregations 
and 116 preaching stations organized into three 
church districts: Ambur, Nagercoil and Trivandrun. 
New work is developing in the Bombay area and in 
Ceylon. The Gospel is preached in five different 
languages: Tamil, Malayalam, Kanarese, Urdu and 
Singhalese. 


The First General Synod at Nagercoil, January 8-9, 
‘was a great step forward towards self-government 
but its corollary, financial independence, seems 
still distant. Half of the communicant membership 
cannot read. The majority are so desperately poor- 
the working man's wage averages 9/- per month — 
that they do not have enough to keep themselves 
healthy. Even old-established congregations make 
little headway towards self-support. 


These are problems that must, more and more, be 
handled by the Indian congregations themselves. At 
the First General Synod it was evident that there 
are Indian Lutheran leaders who are ready to accept 
papeeseppan ths )1 ty.

"One month, flat on my back, in which I had no 
alternative but to look up brought me to my dec-— 
ision", Luther—Tyndale's Pastor Heintz recalls. A 
ear accident in which two vertebraewere fractured 
helped the 6-—foot 14-stone pastor through a teen- 
age fancy of becoming an athletic director to the 
fulfilment of a childhood ambition tosgerve God in 
the Holy Ministry. 


The second in a family of ten, Norman Heintz was 
born on a farm near the village of Kinbrae, Minn., 
U.S.A. on Oct. 11, 1931. His elementary education 
he received at St.Paul's Lutheran School at Fulda, 
riding the school bus fifteen miles every day. 
Following secondary training at Bethany College, 
he entered Concordia Seminary, Springfield, I1l., 
from which he was graduated in May, 1957. .

Ordained in his home church,700-member St. Paul's 
of Fulda, Minnesota, by the pastor who baptized 
and confirmed him, Mr, Heintz accepted the Call 
to England, He and his wife, Cynthia, arrived at 
Southampton on Sept.11 and then journeyed to Sun- 
derland to begin his mission survey of cities in 
the North. On Dec. 15, 1957, Mr. Heintz was 
installed as pastor of Luther—Tyndale, London.

Renoved to the new housing area 
of Grindon soon after their confirmation into St. 
Tinothys Lutheran Church in downtown Hendon, Mr. 
and Mrs. Arustrong and their son, Henry, canvassed 
their new district and, with the help of their 
pastor, began a branch Sunday School in their own 
home in June 1956. Attendance rose until there 
were riore than 80 children occupying every room in > 
the house on a Sunday norning, sitting even on the 
kitchen sink and cooker — to -the wonderment of 
local newspapers and overseas visitors. — x

After earning his B.Sc. degree, Mr. Graf began his 
career as headmaster of a secondary school in the 
town of his birth, Lahoma, Okla. Since March 1935 
he has been employed by Seismograph Service Corp., 
an oil exploratory firm which uses man-made earth 
tremors to measure the depth andstructure of rock 
strata down to20,000 feet, Before coming to Britain 
in 1947, he supervised the operations of his firm 
in Java and Trinidad. One of two men sent to this 
country in January, 1947, to establish a sterling 
-area affiliate, Mr. Graf helped to guide the Eng- 
lish company to its present 500-man world-wide 
activity. ; :
